Woman at First Thought to be Man’s 
Wife, But She is Missing. 


As the result of an odor of escaping gas 
the flat of Charles Pfefferman, a produce 
merchant, on the third floor of the house 
at 403 East Seventy-eighth Street, “was 
broken open about 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Pfefferman and @ woman, sup- 
posed then’ to be Mrs, Pfefferman, were 
found dead with bullet wounds in their 
heads. The gas was turned on also. 

The police got the impression that the 
case was one of murder and suicide, and 
the bodies were about to be removed when 
it was suddenly discovered that the dead 
woman was not Mrs. Pfefferman, but Cora 
Kipling, a young woman living at 207 Bast 
Fourteenth Street.

J. L. SHEA’S SON KILLED. 


Meets Death While Operating an Ele- 
vator for Fun. 

NORTH ADAMS, Mass., Oct. 16.—Edward 

Garvin Shea, a popular student and promi- 

nent athlete at Williams College, was in- 


stantly killed in an elevator accident at the 
Wellington Hotel, this city, early this morn- 


ing. Shea, who was a member of the soph- 


omore class at Williams, was a son of John 
L. Shea, of Brooklyn, N. Y., and was nine- 
teen years of age. 

Accompanied by William Waterworth, 
also a resident of Brooklyn, and a member 
of the fréshman class, Shea came here from 
Williamstown last night. At 2 o’clock this 
morning the two students went to the Well- 
ington Hotel to wait while a carriage was 
brought from a near-by stable to take them 
back to the college. 

While in the hotel office Shea became in- 
terested in the mechanism of a small pas- 
senger elevator, and finally stepped . into 
the car and began operating it. A few min- 
utes later Waterworth also entered the car, 
and the two, in company with the night 
watchman, Alexander Young, rode to the 
top floor.

KUROPATKIN’S OWN REPORT. 


Tells of Fierce Fighting That Had Been 
Waged for Four Days. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. \16.—Under date 
of Oct. 15 Gen. Kuropatkin sent the follow- 
ing telegram to the Emperor: 

“On the night of Oct. 13 large forces of 
Japanese attacked the crops drawn up in 
line at Shakhe on the Great Mandarin 
Road. Several attacks were repulsed, but 


the last succeeded and the ‘corps was 
broken. 

“ At that moment fighting began on the 
right flank with a neighboring section. The 
possibility was that with the rupture of our 
centre our whole formation would be 
threatened and that the neighboring troops 
might force a retreat. 

“In order to support the troops on the 
Great Mandarin Road several battalions 
were repidly pushed forward. The troops 
were thus enabled to take the offensive, 
and succeeded in retaking the village of 
Shakhe, reoccupying the first positions. 

“Reinforced by reserves, the Japanese 
dislodged us again from the village of 
Shakhe. Then the advanced reserves and 
troops defending the position resumed the 
offensive, and after a stubborn fight we 
succeeded in reoccupying Shakhe, repulsing 
the Japanese and driving them back two 
kilometres fone and a half miles] from 
that place. 


Desperate Rally Foils Oku. 


“On our right wing [facing Oku] the po- 
sition was for some time very alarming. 
The troops were attacked from the front 
and by a turring movement on their right 
flank. The chief of a detachment ad- 
vanced the troops set apart for a last 
rally, they having attacked the Japanese 
from the flank in their turn. 

“Several villages were retaken by us. 
The right wing maintained its positions on 
the line of the Shakhe positions. The 
troops on our centre were noticeably ad- 
vanced in comparison with other troops in 
the general position of the line. 

“One position on our right flank had been 
chosen beforehand and partially fortified. 
Our troops retired from these positions 
after a stubborn fight. 

“The troops have been fighting for four 
days, and many regiments have not slept 
for three nights. Nevertheless I have full 
hope in their capacity to continue the strug- 
gle. The Japanese losses must be very 
considerable. 


Japanese Moving for New Attack. 


“The night of Oct. 14 passed quietly. 
Before 9 o’clock this morning a rather 
evidently marked movement of the enemy 
was noticed in the direction of our posi- 
tions on the Great Mandarin Road. Our 
batteries opened fire on them. 

“TI have received a report the 
commander of the left wing that the enemy 
hus been strongly reinforced there. 

“As was the case at Liao-Yang, the 
quantity of heavy firing caused a storm to 
burst forth’ followed by a torrential rain. 
The roads are in very bad condition, and 
the level of the rivers has risen. The 
general order for all troops remained the 
same as before, to offer most resolute re-

“The main force of the Right Army has 
reached a line on the Shakhe River, but 
ene division of the enemy continues to offer 
a stubborn resistance. 

“The Centre Army has reached its ob- 
jective, and has been heavily engaged since 
the morning of Oct. 15. 

“On the morning of Oct. 15 the enemy in 
front of the Left Army continued holding 
his positions, offering a strong resistance. 
The enemy has six batteries between Sha- 
hopo and Sugangtai, which are vigorously 
shelling tke attacking column, but the 
bombardment is not: strong encugh to pre- 
vent our advance.” 

A later report said: 

“There are some forces of the enemy on 
the right bank of the Shakhe River, in 
front of the main strength of the Right and 
Centre Armies, but no battle on a great 
scale has occurred.

FIGHTING IN GREAT STORMS.

Tale of Six Days’ Battle That Cost 
Russians So Dearly. 
MUKDEN, Oct. 15, via Peking, (with the 
Russian Army of the Centre.)—After six 
days of the hardest kind of fighting this 
section of the Russian Army fell back last 
night on the Shakhe River, and is now 
holding a position on the north side of that 

stream. 

The fighting, which commenced shortly 
after noon Oct, 9 jas. been in progress 
continuously~.eyer, sincg » Qn Oct. 9 the 
Russians advehced to the southeast, cross- 
ing the Shakhe -River, thence to. Haman- 
tung, twenty milés southeast of Mukden 
and ten miles north of Yen-Tal. 

On the hills around Haman-tung the 
Japanese had planted four batteries. Upon 
the advance of the Russians these bat- 
teries retired to the southward across a 
narrow valley which runs east and west 
and joined the main Japanese force on the 
hills beyond. In the fighting around Haman- 
tung a few Javanese prisoners were taken. 

The Russians followed the Japanese across 
the valley, taking positions in the foothills, 
from which the artillery shelled the Japa- 
nese force, while the infantry advanced 
through the defiles. Oct. 10 the artillery 
duel continued, the Russians advancing 
slowly. 

Fatal Surprise for a Regiment. 


During the night the Japanese changed 
their positions, and-at daylight enfilladed 
the trenches, pouring a terrific shrapnel 
fire on the infantry, composed of one regi- 
ment, only a remnant of which was left. 

From this on the Japanese took the of- 
fensive the entire day of the llth, throwing 
shrapnel and shimose powder shells among 
the infantry and artillery. The Russians 
held tenaciously to their positions, 

Early in the day the Japanese began to 
work around the Russian left, and suc- 
ceeded in dropping a few shells on the road 
and in the villages where the transport 
and reserves were gathered. 

The Japanese had the range of the road 
and village perfeetly...They compelled the 
men and wagons to take to the fields. 
This shelling did Jittle damage, beyond dis- 
concerting the men*and horses. 

Additional guns were sent forward to 
protect the left, while’the batteries with- 
drew across the plains to the hills on the 
north side. This gave the Japanese pos- 
session of a high hill on the south side, 
from which they shelled the valley through 
which the Russians had advanced during 
the evening. The Japanese apparently suf- 
fered greatly from the Russian fire. 


Artillery Tears Up Whole Regiments. 


The morning of the 12th found little 
change in the positions of the two armies 
except that the Japanese had worked fur- 
ther around to the left. Probably the 
greatest artillery fight of the battle took 
place Oct. 12. 

Batteries were placed on every available 
hill, and at the same time regiment after 
regiment of infantry was poured into the 
plain Py Dotn sides, only to pe tnrown back 
snattered and torn. 

During the night a heavy rainstorm oc- 
curred, in the midst of which artillery con- 
tinued to boom, and at one point the Jap- 
anese infantry charged. ‘They were met 
by Russian infantrymen in the darkness, 
which was lighted only by flashes of guns, 
the bursting of snetts, and tne streaks of 
lightning. The men fought hand to hand, 
the Japanese regiment being finally driven 
back. : 

The thunder and rain continued all the 
morning of the 18th, but notwithstand- 
ing the guns opened fire promptiy at day- 
light. 

Driven Across the Shakhe. 

The Russians’ fought stubbornly but re-+ 
tired slowly. The Japanese continued to 
threaten the Russian left. Toward the 
evening the Japanese opened with all their 
guns on the Russian positions, the shells 
dropping like hail in the figjd and on the 
hills. 

The morning of the 14th found the 
Russians with their backs to the Shakhe 
River, across which transports had been 
withdrawn during the night. Fighting 
continued from these positions all during 
the day of the 14th, while the Russian re- 
inforcements took up positions on the hills 
to the north of the river. 

Another thunderstorm broke shortly after 
noon, flooding the streams and turning 
the roads into seas, and by the evening 
the main Russian force had withdrawn 
across the Shakhe River. The Japanese 
shells were dropping within a short dis- 
tance of the river on the left. 

The fighting recommenced at daylight to- 
day, the boom of guns being distinctly 
heard in Mukden. Tne whole Russian 
army is slowly retiring and fighting every 
inch of the way. When the correspondent 
came north to-day there appeared no 
danger of any part of the army being 
cut off. ‘ 


LITTLE TROUBLE IN CHINA. 


Belief That Russia Is Spreading Reports 
of Anti-Foreign Agitation.

While it is admitted that there is the 
perennial trouble in Kwang-Si, the re- 
ports of disturbantéés in the northern 
provinces have only the slightest founda- 
tion. _In one small and restricted area a 
secret society, professedly anti-dynastic 
and anti-foreign, causes occasional solic- 
itude, but it can be crushed out of exist- 
ence whenever the Viceroy may think it 
serious. 

The other portions of the three north- 
ern provinces were never more tranquil.

Kuropatkin’s Forces Disposed in Three 
Columns—Lack of Officers After 
the Battie of Liao-Yang. 


TOKIO, Oct. 16.—According to statements 
made by Russian prisoners, Gen. Kuropat- 
kin was ordered by Emperor Nicholas to. 
make a stand at Mukden and to assume the 
aggressive as speedily as possible in order 
to relieve the Port Arthur garrison. This 
order, the prisoners say, reached Mukden on 
Sept. 27, and Gen. Kuropatkin in obedience 
to it began his disastrous southern advande 
movement. 

An extended report dealing with the state- 
ments of these prisoners follows: 

*“ According to statements made to offi- 
cers of the centre army by Russian prison- 
ers whom they had captured, the enemy 
had received information that the strength 
of the garrison at Port Arthur was being 
daily reduced, and that the garrison was in 
a disastrous condition. Fresh Russian re- 
inforcements were ¢gonstantly arriving at 
Manchuria from Europe, and the strength 
of the forces under Gen. Kuropatkin in the 
neighborhood of Mukden had reached to 
over nine army corps. 

“Thereupcn, the prisoner said, the Rus- 
sian Emperor on Sept. 27 ordered Kuropat- 
kin not to retire a step beyond’ Mukden, 
and directed him, circumstances permit- 
ting, to assume the offensive as quickly as 
possible, and to drive the Japanese out of 
Southern Manchuria, in order to rescue the 
Port Arthur garrison. 

“ Acting under this command, Gen. Kuro- 
patkin advanced with his whole strength 
to the south of Mukden, dividing his forces 
into three columns, the centre, right, and 
left. ‘The centre column, composed of the 
First, Fourth, and Fifth Corps, under the 
command cf Gen. Soloieff, advanced toward 
Tungshankou and Linhuamounkin. The left 
cclumn, which was composed of two corps 
under Gen. Stakelberg, advanced against 
the Japanese right. The right column, 
which was commpcsed of three corps, ad- 
vanced against the Japanese left. Beside’ 
these one corps, held in reserve, was fol- 
lowing the centre column. 

“Gen. Linevi commanding the field 
fighting force in district, was 
taking a devious m the east and 
advancing itheast of Liao- 


Yang for t of threatening the 
line of a pi retreat. Gen. 
Mistchenko, six regiments of 
eaquems, operated on evitch’s right. 

“The centre column was disposed as 
follows: The First Corps on the right, the 
Fourth Corps on the left, and the Fifth 
Corps in the rear of the centre. The Fourth 
Corps consisted of the First and Fourth 
Siberian reserve divisions. Four batteries 
of quick-firing guns were attached to each 
division. 

“The prisoners declared that the war 
would continue for a long time, because 
the Russians head decided to attain a final 
victory, regardless of the losses which 
might be invoived, as otherwise a defeat 
would mean a general revolution and the 
disintegration of Russian territory. 

“ During one engagement the Thirty-sev- 
enth Division, especially the First Brigade, 
suffered extraordinary losses. The. First 
Company of the One Hundred,and Forty- 
fifth Regiment was annihilated on San- 
kuaihsi Mountain, and many line officers 
were killed, wounded, or captured. The 
Third Siberian Reserve Division suffered 
the greatest loss. 

“At the beginning of the war the Rus- 
sian regiments numbered 4,000 men each. 
After the battle of Liao-Yang each of the 
regiments was reduced to a strength of 
about 2,500, with the exception of the 
Twelfth Regiment, which as a result of this 
battle was reduced to 800. This regiment 
after the battle was commanded by u Cap- 
tain, the battalions being in command of 
Sub-Lieutenants, while older privates di- 
rected the operations of its companies.” 


BALTIC FLEET STARTS AGAIN. 


Over Thirty Ships Leave Libau and 
Pass Bornholm Island.

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GIOTTO FRESCOES DAMAGED.

Giotto’s frescoes and other notable art 
treasures were injured by the rain. 


The celebrated frescoes of Giotto are In 
the Lower Church of the Monastery of the 
Franciscans at Assisi, above the high 
altar, which occupies the spot where the 
body of St. Francis once reposed. — Pre- 
sumably it is these that have been..dam- 
aged. They are in four triangilar spaces 
in the groined vaulting. Three.of—them 
are illustrative of the vows of the Fran- 
ciscan Order—poverty, chastity; and obedi- 
ence. The fourth is an apotheosis of St. 
Francis, Besides other paintings by Giotto, 
the church, a thirteenth century structure, 
contains works by Simone Martini, Dono 
dei Doni, Cimabue, Lo Spagna, and Pietro 
Lorenzettl. 


BOSTON MAN SLAIN IN ROW. 


Two Soldiers Arrested on Murder 
Charge—Plea of Self-Defense. 


BOSTON, Oct. 16.—Larkin Wyman Hall, 
aged thirty-five years, proprietor of a mil- 
linery etablishment at 47 Winter Street, 
was killed at his Back Bay lodgings, 2 St. 
Rotolph Street, some time last night. The 
death was not discovered until late to-day, 
when a friend of the dead man called by ap- 
pointment. 

To-night the police arrested Fred Watson 
and Eugene Sennott, both privates in the 
Seventy-seventh Company of the Coast Ar- 
tillery, stationed at Fort Warren, on 
Georges Island. The men are held on the 
charge of murder, and Watson, the police 
say, has admitted the killing, but claims 
that it was done in self-defense. Sennott 
denies all knowledge of the affair. 

According to Watson’s story, he became 
acquainted with Hall a little more than a 
week ago. On Thursday he received an 
invitation to visit Hall, in Boston, on Sat- 
urday night. He kept the appointment, 
bringing Sennott with him. The three men 
dined at @ restaurant in the West End, 
and three hours later, when they repaired 
to Hall’s apartments, all were under the 
influence of liquor. 

Sennott retired soon afterward, but Hall 
and Watson continued drinking and became 
engaged in an altercation. Watson af- 
firms that Hall attacked him with a Jap- 


anese sword, which he had previously taken 
from the wall to exhibit to his friends. In 
parrying a blow Watson says he caused the 
weapon to be deflected and the point en- 
tered Hall’s neck, severing the jugular 
vein. Hall died immediately. Watson then

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MYSTERIOUS VESSELS 
~ SEARCH SWEDISH COAST 


Carry Russians, and May Be Look- 
ing for Japanese Craft. 


ST. PETERSBURG GOT A SCARE 


The Aurora Chased a Torpedo Boat of 
Unknown Natlonality—Russian 
Spies In Sweden. 


. 

“The failure of Russia's Baltic fleet to” 
sail for the Far East has been ascribed to 

a variety of causes, but a hitherto unre- 

ported explanation is furnished in advices 

from various. parts of the Scandinavian 
countries which have recently reached this 
city by mail. 

According to these advices, the cruiser 
Aurora, one of the vessels of the Baltic 
fleet, when a few hours out from Libau | 
and while approaching the southern coast 
of Sweden, sighted a torpedo boat which 
did not respond to the signal of the Rus- 
sian vessel and the nationality of which 
was not discovered. The Aurora gave 
chase, but the small craft easily out- 
steamed her and ran to shelter under a lit- 
tle group of islands on the Swedish coast, 
where the cruiser could not follow on ac- 
count of her deeper draught. 

It is reported that the hasty return of the 
Baltic fleet was due to a grave suspicion 
on the part of the commander of the squad- 
ron that the little craft was a Japanese 
torpedo boat lying in wait for the Czar’s 
ships, and that the scare has kept the fleet 
from leaving the Baltic ever since. How- 
ever that may be, after the Baltic fleet re- 
turned to Kronstadt, where presumably the 
incident was reported to the Russian Ad- 
miralty, there were a number of events 
indicating that the meeting with the tor- 
pedo boat gave rise to a decidedly nervous 
feeling among the Russian naval authort- 
ties, 


THE POLAR BEAR'S STRANGE CRUISE. 


About four weeks ago a strange craft 
made its appearance off the southern and 
southeastern coast of Sweden. It moved 
stealthily and mostly at night, carried no 
cargo, and steamed slowly and at times far 
out of the ordinary lanes followed by ship- 
ping. 

One day the steamer entered the Port of 
Trelleborg, om the southern coast. It was 
then found to be the Isbjirn, (Polar Bear.) 
Its commander was Capt. Victor Rydholm, 
a mariner known all over the country for 
reckless daring and minute knowledge of 
the hundreds of inlets and channels among 
the unbroken chain of islands that screen 
the Swedish coast. The vessel had no ap- 
parent errand in port. It brought no cargo, 
and Capt. Rydholm gave the authorities 
no plausible explanation regarding his trip. 
Upon leaving Trelleborg the vessel set 
course for Malmoe, the largest seaport in 
this part of Sweden. 

Here the Captain was held to stricter 
account by the authorities. He declared 
that his purpose in entering the harbor 
was to receive orders, and explained that 
the steamship had been chartered by a 
private person in Malmoe through a brok- 
erage firm in Gothenburg. During the 
stay in Malmoe it was discovered that 
there were a number of Russians on board 
the Polar Bear. 

When Capt. Rydholm later received his 
erders, these were found to be sealed, with 
instructions that they be opened at sea, 
and it was further discovered that they 
came from the Russian Consulate. When 
the Polar Bear, after leaving port in the 
afternoon, returned within a mile of the 
harbor inlet after dark, and three passen- 
gers were transferred to the vessel in a 


small rowboat, the mystification grew so 
deep that it was determined to inform the 
fwedish Admiralty. Since then the steam- 
er has not been sighted off the Swedish 


coast. 

At least one episode of recent occur- 
rence—where there was no mistaking the 
purpose—has given the Swedish military 
authorities considerable ground for worry, 
and with good reason, for it seems that 
somebody has been caught napping, and 
that in all probability the plans of the 
defenses protecting the main inlet to the 
Swedish capital by this time have been 
delivered into the hands of the General 
Staff at St. Petersburg. 

For a number of years the Coast De- 
fense Department has been at work con- 


structing a series of fortifications on ter- 
races at Hiagersnis, which guards the 
main jniet to Etockholm. These fortifica- 
tions at first glance seem unimportant 
enough, and being very largely masked 
are hardly noticeable to the lay eye.

In e@ con- 
struction of the vessel there were no safeguards 
against fire other than compliance with the reg- 
ulations as regards the proximity of woodwork 
to boilers. The vessel had no fireproof hatches 
or bulkiréads, and was bullt entirely of wood. 

After stating that when a fire once got 
headway on such a _ vessel it could not pos- 
sibly be checked, the report says: 

There are many similar vessels doing service 
{n the waters of the United States, the construc. 
tion of which is quite as dangerous as that of the 
Slocum, and vuniess 


of a large number of passengers carried by ex- 
cursion steamars and steamers plying on the in- 


land waters of the United States can not be as- ! 


sured. 

The report adds points in connection 
with the fire on the steamhoat now gen- 
erally known throughout the exhaustive 
Coroner’s inquest, but the new fact was 
brought out at the Commission's hear- 
7. that the colored porter of the boat, 
William Payne, went into the forward 
cabin, where the fire started, on the day 
of the disaster, and having lighted one 
of the lamps stored there with a_ match, 
“threw the match on a bench.” He also 
found when -he entered the cabin, filled 
as it was with highly inflammable ma- 
terial, that an oiler was working there 
using an open torch as a light. 

“The condition of this cabin, with the 
purpose for which is was used,” says the 
report, ‘“‘ constitutes one of the essential 
facts of the negligence contributing to 
the disaster.”’ 

The report then exhaustively reviews 
the fire-fighting appliances on the Slocum; 
how the hose burst and the -crew at- 
tempted to couple on another hose without 
removing the coupling still remaining on 
the standpipe: how the crew pulled down 
a few life preservers, and how the master 
of the vessel gave the order to run_fuik 
speed to North Brother Island without 
going to the scene of the fire or getting 
the opinions of his assistants up to where 
to beach the vessel. 
_ Capt. Van Schaick is blamed in these 
words: 


The evidence before the commission establishes 


the fact tHat.the master made no attempt what- | 
soever to fight the fire, to examine its condition, . 


or to control, assure, direct, or ald the passengers 
in any way whatever. It is alleged that he was 
unable to reach the place where the passengers 
were by reason of the fire, but this is contra- 
dicted by the evidence of many witnesses, and is 
obviously not true. 

From a review of the whole testimony as 
to the time of the discovery of the fire the 


commission comes to the conclusion that it ,

Island; that the mate, Edward 
knew of it at that time and informed the 
pilothouse. The statements of the ptain 
and pilots radicaily disagree with state- 
ments by other witnesses, but the commis- 
sion states that it is forced by the weight 
of the entire evidence to the belief that 
“the statements of the men in the pilot- 
house must be disregarded, and that they 
are incorrect in so far as they refer to the 
time the fire was first discovered.”” The re- 
port also says: ‘ 

After careful. consideration of the entire test!- 
mony as to the time-of the discovery of the fire, 
the commission is of the opinion that the men in 
the pilot house had knowledge of the fire before 
the steamer passed the‘eastern end of Ward's 
Island. \ The commission erefore believes that 
the master knew of the fire in time to have 
beached the vessel either in Little Hell Gate to 
the westward of the Sunken Meadows or in the 
Bronx Kills to the eastward of the Sunken 
Meadows, and to have thereby gained the great 
and essential advantace of placing the vessel 
with her stern to the wind so that the flames 
would be driven forward and away from ths 
passengers, instead of taking a course that inev- 
itably drove the flames rapidly aft, toward the 
passengers, and delayed the beaching of the ves- 
s31 for sqyeral minutes longer than was neces- 
sary. 

The commission finds that the vossel was 


“beached with her bow in seven feet of 


water, so that the few persons there 
jumped into water not much over their 
heads, but the stern of the boat, where ail 
the passengers were congregated, was in 
from ten to thirty feet of. water, so that 
from 400 to 600 persons were drowned at 
that point after the vessel had been 
beached. 

The report then tays: 

The commission is therefore of the opinion 
that Pilot Van Wart showed bad judgment or 
lack of skill in beaching the vessel at a consid- 
erable angle with the shore line of North Brother 
Island, thus leaving {n deep water all but the 
bow of the boat, which was in flames, and af- 
fording the passengers who could not swim little 
opportunity to save their lives. Wven had it 
been necessary to beach on North Brother Island, 


the vessel should have been. laid on the shoal to | 


the northward and eastward of the island, ap- 
proximately tangent and parallel to the shore 
line, with her keel hard on the bottom, the burn- 
ing side of the vessel to leeward and her guard 
on the starboard side overhanging shoal water, 
so that the passengers could have dropped over- 
board on that side and waded ashore.

quiry into the ‘workings of the: service 
there would serve as a sufficient basis for 
general remédial ommendations. 

The commission finds that the work of 
the local Inspectors was “ inefficient and 
unsatisfactory and that they were inter- 
preting their. duties in a manner not war-

was their uniform habit to say that fire 
hose was ‘in good condition.” According 
to the testimony of the Inspectors them- 
selves, the hose.was subjected to a visual 
inspection. 

‘ The absurd and inadequate nature ot 
such mere visual inspectivn of fire hose, 
the report says, “is apparent from the 
innumerable cases in which hose equip- 
merit, passed at the regular inspection, 
burst on the reinspection under pressures 
all below the statutory requirement, and 
varying from 5 to 95 pounds. In some ves- 
sels 6 per cent, of the hose equipment was 
condemned.”

No evidence was adduced, the Commie- 
sion says,~to show that there was any 
“graft”’ in the system, but it holds that 
the men who are responsible for human 
lives must discharge their duties in full 
and.in order that the proper results may 
be accomplished there should be a funda- 
mental change in the personnel and meth- 
ods of the Inspectors. It holds Rodie, Bar- 
rett, and Dumont entirely responsible and 
Says that a reasonable view of the matter 
makes it clear that subordinates cannot be 
expected to be more efficient than their su- 
periors. 

The Commission makes many recommen- 
dations as to what should be done in the 

ilding and equipment of vessels. It says 
hat there is no reason why the disaster to 
the Gen. Slocum might not be duplicated 
on any one of the hundreds of vessels still 
running in New-York Harbor and else- 
where. ‘The Slocum was not abnormal,” 
it says, “it was typical.’ 

Authority is asked to give the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor absolute au- 
thority to enforce upon owners of vessels 
@rovisions as to safety appliances and con- 
struetion, and to say just what appliances 
vessels must carry, the present laws being 
regarded as inadequate In this regard. It 
recommends that the law be so amended 
as to make it possible readily to bring home 
a criminal HMability upon individual owners 
where their vessels have been navigated 
. without proper equipment. Inspectors 
should also have teed to see that defec- 
tive equipment is destroyed as well as con- 
demned, and to see that fire drills and boat 
; drills are reguiarly held. The Government 
should also have the power to seize a ves- 
sel which does not comply with the pro- 
visions of the law. 


1. The Commission also comments strongly 
on a point brought out at th Coroner's fi - 

quest concerning the pay to Inspectors. It 
appears now that@&hey’ are paid according 
to the number of véssels they Mspect.

~ See Roosevelt, He Says— Rank 


Injustice,” Barrett Says.

“I will say nothi for publication.” 
Then, however, he asked: 

‘““ What. does the President say in order- 
ing my discharge?" 

Gen. Dumont, when told that it was for 
laxity and neglect in the performance o7 
his official duties, appeared greatly 
shocked. 

‘“‘ Humph,”..he exclaimed, ‘‘I have noth- 
ing to say to the President. I shall.make 
my statement in Washington, where it wil] 
do more good.”’ " 

Gen. Dumont, when urged, to say. wheth- 
er the evidence. in the hands .of the Presi- 
dent was sufficient, in hos agen, to 
cause his discharge,. suddenly burst out 


with: 

“What good would it do for me to talk 
through the papers?. I can make a more 
forcible statement in Washington. 
see the President.” 

It is said that Gen. Dumont will fight 
against his discharge, and may seek rein- 
statement in the courts, on/the ground 
that the evidence did not show any bogtest 
on his part so far as the inspection of the 
General Slocum was concerned.

WILL AID CONGO REFORM 


Morel Denies That He Was Turned 
‘Down in Washington. 


~ 
ACTION BY PEACE CONGRESS 


Association Secretary Says King Leo- 
pold Has Sent Agents Here to 
Oppose Movement. 


’ 

Despite the reported refusal of Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt to take a hand, there are 
indications that the friends of Congo re- 
form may make this country their prin- 
cipal battle ground during the next few 
months in their fight for the overthrow 
of King Leopold’s rule in the Congo Free 
State, or for a complete transformation, at 
least, of the administrative methods em- 
ployed by his agents there. 

E. D. Morel, Secretary of the Congo Re- 
form Association in Great Britain, who 
came here two weeks ago to bear a 
memorial to President Roosevelt to take 
the initiative for Congo reform, returned 
to this city yesterday after appgaring be- 
fore the Boston Peace Congress. 

He denied that President Roosevelt, as 
reported from Washington, had refused 
the appeal for intervention, and declared 
that the future course of the United States 
Government in regard to the matter still 
remained a mooted question. 

“I was received by President Roosevelt 
thin twenty-four hours of my landing 
these shores,’ said Mr. Morel yesterday 

at the Murray Hill Hotel. “After plac- 
ing the memorial in his hands I had a 
very pleasant talk with the President. 

“I have been authorized by Secretary 
Hay, who received me yesterday, to say 
that the President was favorably impressed 
by the memorial, and that this Govern- 
ment does not doubt that the appeal has 
sprung from purely humanitarian motives. 
I am, of course, not in a position to dis- 
close what occurred at the interviews with 
your President and Secretary Hay, but I 
can say that the matter far from being dis- 
missed, as reported, is receiving the seri- 
ous consideration of the President and his 
Cabinet. I may say also that the outlook 
for some action is at least hopeful, i@ not 
optimistic.”’ 

Before Mr. Morel returns to England, 
which may be some time this week, It is 
expected that steps will have been taken 
for starting in this country an organiza- 
tion, with branches in all the principal 
cities, built on lines similar to those of 
the Congo Reform Association, which has 
been in existence in Great Britain for a 
number of years. On the other hand, King 
Leopold is said to have sent to this coun- 
try some of his most trusted agents for 
the purpose of stemming any active propa- 
ganda. 

King Leopold's agents, according to Mr. 
Morel, were very much in evidence in Bos- 
ton while the Peace Congress was in prog- 
ress. Chief among them, he sa:d, were 
Gaston de Wiert, who is credited with being 
the private secretary of the King of the 
Belgians, and George Herbert ead. of 
Cambridge. 

‘“‘The purpose of our movement in this 
country,” said Mr. Morel, ‘* will be to con- 
vey accurate <r hea ayy the people here 
regarding conditions in Congo and to dem- 
onstrate that the Congo question is a‘ world 
— not merely a question for the na- 
ions of Eur pe to settle. As far as possible 
our aim will be to keep it out of politics 
and on the broad humanitarian basis where 
it properly belongs. On this basis America 
may usefully and with perfect propriety 
lend a hand to redress a great wrong with- 
out fear of international complications or 
infringement of the Monroe Doctrine. 

“On the issue will depend the happiness 
of fifteen millions of human beings, the 
rescue of an enormous terriiory from a huge 
unprincipled trust with a European mon- 
arch for its managing Director, and—in the 
ve analysis—the future of civilization in 

ca. 

The Peace Congress unanimously adopted 
resolutions indorsing the attitude of the 
Congo Reform Association, despite the op- 

osition of Mr. Head and after Cardinal 
ibbons had written a letter discouraging 

any action on the part of the congress with 
—— to the Congo questién. 
‘he resolutions called for an inquiry 
either by a conference of the powers or by 
The Hague tribunal into the Congo ques- 
tion for the purpose of determining the sta- 
tus of that territory and of King Leopold 
as jts ruler in relation to the powers—in- 
cluding the United States, which at the es- 
tablishment of the Congo Free State gave 
its recognition to the flag of the Interna- 
tional Association for the Exploration and 
Civilization of Africa, under the protecto- 
rate of which it was founded, This coun- 
try was the first to recognize the flag of 
the new State as that of a friendly nation. 

“It seems extraordinary,” said Mr. Mo- 
rel, “‘that a man of the weight and well- 
earned reputation of Cardinal Gibbons 
should have placed himself in-a position of 
fa ecg / Wiending a condition of affairs 
which if knew the truth would meet with 
his most emphatic disapproval.”’

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EDMUNDS CONDEMNS 
PANAMA CANAL POLICY 


And Attacks England for Her In- 
vasion of Tibet. 


INTERVENE IN WAR, HE SAYS 


Thinks the United States and Great 
Britain Should Stop Russo-Japa-_ - 
nese Conflict.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16.—A stirring ap- 
peal for universal peace, commingled with 
t dispassionate attack on certain policies 
of the administrations of the United States 
tnd Great Britain, was made to-day by 
George Franklin Edmunds, who for more 
than twenty years was one of Vermont's 
representatives in the United States Sen- 
ate. Ex-Senator Edmunds was an unex- 
pected speaker at a peace meeting held in 
the Garrick Theatre. Handclapping fre- 
quently punctuated his address, and the 
fin was augmented by hearty cheers when 
the speaker in concluding said: 

“The war—bloody and terrible—going on 
between Russia and Japan should be 
stopped. It is our duty as a nation of 
freemen to step fn. Neither Russia nor 
Japan will like it, but we, Great Britain 
and the United States, should say cease 
whether they like it or not.”’ 

“The Governments of the United States 
and Great Britain are by the people,” said 
Mr. Edmunds in beginning. ‘‘ The people 
@re the masters. Yet, with this being true, 
we have seen these two great Christian 
nations utterly destroy two little Christian 
republics. 

“We have seen this great Christian 
United States deprive the Filipinos of the 
liberty that they, by sword and gun, were 
trying to obtain from Spain, and, against 
their will, we are seeing the United States 
endeavor to promote Christianity among 
the natives, using the gun and sword as a 
sole argument. 

“We have seen the United States dis- 
member a sister republic—Panama—for the 
sake of a canal. England, in its present 
invasion of Tibet, is almost emulating our 
example in Panama. It would seem that 
England is trying to down Buddhism by 
the use of the sword. And the Buddhist 
religion, in their light, is as good as our 
own. 

“There is going on now in the Far East 
a bloody strvggle between Russia and 
Japan. Thcusands of lives are being sacri- 
ficed, yet not a nation dare lift up its voice 
in protest. The Christian nations are afraid. 
They dare not say to Russia and Japan: 
* Suspend these frightful hostilities. Let us 
tee if we canrot find some peaceful means 
to end this struggle.’ 

“But when we approach the diplomats, 
these polished gentlemen tell ‘us it is not 
gcod form, to interfere. It would not be 
the proper thing. Oh, no, we must keep our 
mouths shut. 

**Bah! We don’t believe in such doctrine. 
It is our duty as private citizens to stop 
our neighbors from quarreling, and it is 
our duty as a nation to do the same thing. 
Of course, Russia and Japan might be 
engry should we interfere, but this should 
not make us fail to do our Christian duty.”’ 

Peace also was the burden of a speech 
by the Rev. Charles Wagner before Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania students this aft- 
ernoon. He said: 

“The law of all religion is plety. T would 
preach you piety, piety, ever piety. Be 
pious, with reverence for all things that 
are of God, and you will be of Him; for of 
Him is everything that we see around us. 
Look at the flowers of the field with re- 
spect; drink in the beauties of the world 
with respect. For respect is reverence and 
reverence is piety, and there can be no re- 
epect without spiritual understanding. 
When respect and faith are present every 
chord of the heart should respond and vi- 
brate. It is then that intellect and heart 
join in the great spiritual’ understanding. 

‘“*And that understanding is the begin- 
ning of peace, of whicn we have heard so 
much in the last fe wdays. The beginning 
of the peace which those earnest men and 
women in Boston discussed lies not in treat- 
jes and agreements, but in the heart of each 
man—in the inner life and the peaceful 
mind of the individual. The warring sec- 
tarian cannot know peace, for he believes 
that sects other than his own ought to be 
destroyed. That was not the message of 
Him who said: ‘Come to me all!’ 

“All! That message was to children of 

ace, not to those who thing this nation, 

at belief, such a doctrine ought to be 
wiped out and its upholders put to the 
sword. When each of us knows perfect 
eace in his heart peace treaties will not 
»6 needed, or pulpits, for there will then 
be peace in ouré¢dhomes and peace therefore 
in the heart of each nation.” 

Pastor Wagner spoke with feeling of the 
horrors of the one great conflict through 
which he passed, the Franco-Prussian war, 
and said that each nation, through its men 
and women, ought to study all other na- 


tions with a view of learning best how the 
peace of the spirit may be made universal. 


CRITICISE PANAMA POLICY. 


Parker Constitution Club Declares It 
Offensive to Honor. 


In a detailed report now made public, the 
Parker Constitution Club condemns the 
course of President Roosevelt in regard to 
Panama and declares his action to be offen- 
sive not only to the law of nations, but also 
to the standards of international honor and 
morality observed by the United States 
heretofore. 

The club’s report is signed by Wheeler H. 
Peckham, John G. Carlisle, William B. 
Hornblower, John G. Milburn, Adrian H. 
Joline, William Church Osborn, and How- 
ard Taylor. The report begins by citing 
that the relations between the United 
States and Colombia in regard to Panama 
prior to Nov. 2, 1903, had been regulated by 
the treaty of 1846 between the United 
States and New Granada, when New Gran- 
ada included the State of Panama, which 
voluntarily became a part of the Republic 
of Golombia later. 


TREATY “RAN WITH THE LAND.” 


“By tacit understanding,’’ the report 
says, ‘“‘ the treaty ‘ran with the land,’ as 
President Roosevelt expressed it. That is 
to say, for better or for worse, all its pro- 
visions became binding upon Colombia on 
the one side and upon the United States on 
the other, and each of those two countries 
became, as against each other, possessed of 
the rights and bound by the obligations 
which formerly existed between New Gran- 


ada and the United States. 
‘Colombia is a recognized nation of the 


world, and as much a sovereign State as is 
the United States. In territory it is as 
large as Germany, while its population is 
over 4,000,000, of which 300,000 live in the 
Department of Panama.” 

Article I. of ‘this treaty provided that 
“there shall be a perfect, firm, and invio- 
lable peace and sincere friendship between 
the United States of America and the Repub- 
lic of New Granada, in all the extent of 
their possessions and territories,”’ while 
Article XXXYV. is, in part, as follows: 

And in order to secure to themselves the tran- 
quil and constant enjoyment of these advantages, 
and as an especial compensation for the said ad- 
vantages and for the favors they have acquired 
by the fourth, fifth, and sixth articles of this 
treaty, the United States guarantee positively 
and efficaciously to New Granada, by the pres- 
ent stipulation, the perfect neutrality of the be- 
fore-mentioned Isthmus, with the view that the 
fres transit from the one to the other sea may 
not be interrupted or embarrassed in any future 
time while this treaty exists; and in consequence, 
the United States also guarantee, in the same 
manner, the rights of sovereignty and property 
whith New Granada has and possesses oyer the 
said territory. 

“In this state of peace, and with such 
treaty relations between the two countries, 
President Roosevelt on Nov. 3, 1903, caused 
he following order to be telegraphed to 
he commanders of United State warships 
stationed on the Caribbean side: 


‘*‘Maintain free and uninterrupted transit. If in- 
terruption threatened by armed force, occupy the 
line’of railroad. Prevent landing of any armed 
force With hostile ifftent, either government or 
insurgent, either at Colon, Porto Bello, or other 
points.’’

‘In other words, President It, 
according to his own statement of the oc- 
curren Senn our war vessels to pre- 
vent soldiers of Colombia from on 
their own shores in erder to anticipate and 
prevent disorder when we were at peace 
with that country and bound by a treaty 
so to continue. 

“The demonstration of President Roose- 
velt’s policy and tendencies coniplete 
when we lay the terms of the treaty along- 
side of the terms of his telegr: d 
not hold sacred the obligationg of iInterna- 
tional fair dealing. He did ‘not, refrain 
from aggressicn upon Colombia. In_ issue 
ing orders that Colombia should not be al- 
lowed to land troops%on her own territory 
he acted arbitrarily and autocra y. 
course also leading to & lament 
tion of international justice and to a breach 
of our National honor. 

“If the orders had been carried out and 
Cclombia had resisted in the assertion of 
her sovereign rights, this country would 
have been plunged into a war with Colom- 
bia by President Roosevelt’s individual act. 
There could not be a clearer illustration of 
the dangers attending the occupancy of 
the Presidential office by one having such 
a conception of its powers and functions. 

“We had sclemniy agreed to guarantee 
the sovergignty of Colombia over the Isth- 
mus of Panama. President Roosevelt's di- 
rections were that Colombia be forcibly 
ousted from sovereignty over the Isthmus 
of Panama. We conclude that upon the 
face of these telegrams President Roose- 
velt committed our country to a breach of 
faith.and of a solemn agreement.” 

** President Roosevelt, in his letter of ac- 
ceptance of the Presidentiat nomination, 
observes the report, ‘charges his critics 
with misstating, the facts. There is not 
a single fact above set forth which is not 
supported by the recerds and admitted by 
the Administration. 

“To seek to justify the action of the Ad- 
ministration on the ground that we sym- 
pathized with the oppression and tyranny 
put upon the people of Panama by the 
Colombian Goverfment is a _ pure after- 
thought. The cause of President Roose- 
velt’s action lay in the attitude of Colombia 
toward the proposed treaty and in nothing 
else. 

“The message to Colombia has a fur- 
ther regrettable element. It was the act 
of a President of a great Nation informing 
another nation of a situation not in accord- 
ance with the true state of facts. There 
was no ‘unanimous movement’ by any 
‘people.” No ‘people’ had adopted any 
Government, and the powers which the so- 
called ‘Junta’ had arrogated to itself was 
in no sense a Government republican in 
form. We need not comment upon the sar- 
— and bitter allusion to ‘ ties of friend- 
ship.’ 

‘The conclusion is irresistible that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt seized upon.an excuse which 
was only a shadow, and that the Depart- 
ment of Panama was_wrested from the Co- 
lombian Republic Moreover, it cannot be 
ignored that this country at once proceed- 
ed to enter into a treaty with Panama, as 
an independent nation, whereby it obtained 
the possession, control, and virtual sover- 
eignty of a portion of the territory which 
had been so wrested from the dominion of 
Colombia. 

“It is manifest that Colombia was de- 
prived of that portion of her territory con- 
sisting of the Department of Panama by 
the attitude, interference, and power of 
the United States. Whatever the advan- 
tages of the construction of the canal, or 
the wrongs of the Panamans, they do not 
justify conduet on the part of this coun- 
try which had that deprivation as a re- 
sult. We have no traditions which favor 
the spoliation of weaker countries. 

“Far better would it have been openly 
to notify Colombia that if it persisted in 
its refusal to ratify the proposed treaty 
this country would feel compelled in the 
interests of the commercial world to build 
the canal and protect it by force. It would 
have been within the power of Congress 
to adopt such a policy, and perha it 
might justify itself before the wortt by 
the necessities .of civilization, and by the 
deliberation, fairness, and publicity of the 
proceedings. Such a course would, at any 
rate, have. relieved us from the odium of 
having accomplished the same result by 
means not only tortuous, but savoring- of 
cupaing and intrigue. 

“As it is, President Roosevelt, by uncon- 
stitutional and arbitrary conduct on his 
part, committed the Nation to a policy and 
to transactions offensive to the law of na- 
tions, and to those high standards of in- 
ternational honor and morality which this 
country has always observed. hat con- 
duct on his part we can only condemn.” 


FAIRBANKS STARTS EAST. 


He Will Make a Speech In Troy This 
Evening. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 16—Senator Charles W. 
Fairbanks left Chicago this afternoon for 
Troy, N. Y., where he will deliver a speech 
to-morrow night. Senator Fairbanks ar- 
rived from Milwaukee on a Northwestern 
Railroad train in the morning. Previous 
to his departure for the East he met Col. 
Harry 8S. New of the Republican Head- 
quarters and Secretary Dover of the Na- 
tional Committee and received a number 
of callers at the Auditorium Annex. 

Although Senator Fairbanks’s speaking 
itinerary, following his tour in the Bast, 


has not yet been definitely arranged, it 
has been decided that he is to visit Ohio, 
making an address in Cincinnati the even- 
ing of Oct. 29. He will also speak in West 
Virginia. The Indiana tour already planned 
will begih Oct. 31. 


BARNES ON REGISTRATION. 


Republican Chairman Says the Figures 
Dispel Any Idea of Apathy, 


Executive Chairman William Barnes, Jr., 
issued a statement at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel last night in regard to the registra- 
tion returns, in the course of which he said: 

“The size of the registration figures has 
entirely dispelled the Democratic hope of 
success, “which was founded in apathy. 
From the reports that we-heve received to- 
day from up the State the Republicans have 


by far the hest*of the registration figures, 
They have shown more systematic work 
than the Democrats, and have registered a 
far larger percentage of their vote.”

WAR MINISTER TAKES ACTION 


Radical Republican and Socialist Depu- 
ties Unable to Agree at a Meet- 
Ing In Rome.

GENOA, Oct. 16.—The following dispatch 
from Rome, evidently mutilated by the 
censor, has been received here: 

“The Minister of ‘War has addressed ®& 
circular to the military authorities, saying 
that in the recent rioting at Padua the ex- 
treme party tried to induce soldiers to dis- 
regard discipline. and rebel. Subversive 
hymns were distributed to some of the sol- 
diers, who destroyed the copies handed 
them or*gave them to their superiors. 

“ The subversive propaganda in the army 
is seen, but it is powerless against the 
sense of duty strongly rooted in the Ital- 
ian Army; still there is at present @ grave 
danger, which must be fought. 

** Besides the ordinary confiscation of all 
eubversive publications, the Minister of 
War advises that officers undertake a 
propaganda-to show the fallacy jof certain 
theories and for the observance of laws 
as a guaranty of liberty.” 


ROME, Oct. 16.—There was a meeting to- 
day of members of the Extreme Left of 
the Chamber of Deputies, comprised of 
Radical Republicans and Socialists, to con- 
sider the proposal of a genera! resignation 
of seats, as a protest against the Govern- 
ment. = 

Only forty-six Deputies, or about one- 
half of the Extreme Left, participated in 
the meeting. The discussion developed 
such disorder that it was impossible to 
reach any decision. The meeting voted 
an Order of the Day reaffirming the right 
of reconvocation of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties upon the request of a certain num- 
ber of Deputies, 

The dissension shdévn.in the ranks of the 
Extreme Left is considered as a favorable 
omen for the Cabinet in the general elec- 
tions, which, it is expected, will be defi- 
nitely set for Nov. 6 at to-morrow’s meet- 
ing of the Council of Ministers. 


MEYER ON THE STATE INSANE. 


Renews Charges as to Food and Cloth- 
ing, and Cites Higgins’s Record. 


Chairman Meyer of the Democratic State 
Committee issued a reply last night to 
William Barnes, Jr., in regard to Gov. 
Odgell’s policy as to the care of the insane. 
Mr. Barnes's statement followed Judge Her- 
rick’s Buffalo speech, and ignored the 
charges as to food and clothing. Mr. Meyer 
said in part: 

“The daily food allowance which had 
been in force previous to the reduction by 
Odell was based on what is known as the 
Flint dietary, prepared by the late Austin 
Flint, one of the most eminent American 
physiologists and physicians, and was 
adopted for use in the State Hospitals on 


Dec. 26, 1894. It was continued for years, 
with the most satisfactory results. A re- 
duction was made on Dec. 8, 1900, but it 
remained for Gov. Odell to set aside all 
humane—as he termed them, ‘ sentimental 
—considerations and reduce the rations 
below the actual physiological require- 


ment. 
“The following table shows the differ- 
ence in the @aily amount of food allowed 
tients under the Flint dietary and under 
Phe Odell dietary as prescribed in the letter 
to the Medical Superintendents of Dec. 1,

“The amounts given in the above Odell 
table represent the food supplied theo- 
retically, but practically even this slender 
diet was ee modified. Thus one- 
half an egg was allowed each person, but 
it was provided that this was to be only 
when eggs cost 15 cents a dozen. When 
they cost more than 15 cents a dozen, which 
is during many months in the year, the 
number was proportionately reduced. The 
same plan was used in the case of potatoes. 
Only 9.85 ouncs of potatoes were allowed 
each person a day, frozen and bad ones 
included. This was 331-3 per cent. less 
than the amount supplied to a soldier in the 
United States Army, but it was provided 
in the ‘ Odell dietary’ that this generous 
amount should be given only when the cost 
of potatoes was 50 cents a bushel. 

"' The maximum amount allowed each pa- 
tient for clothés under the administration 
of Gov. Odell was limited to $5 a year. 
From this amount the men and women had 
to be supplied with Winter and Summer 
srothing. rom shoes to caps and hats.

LEGISLATION AT A STANDSTILL 


Protectionist Extremists Through Hat- 
red of the Premier Combine’ with 


Labor Party to Block Business. 
— 
Foreign Correspondence Toe NEw YorkK T1MEs. 

SYDNEY, Sept. 19.—The members of the 
Federal Labor Party have taken their de- 
feat very badly, although it was largely of 
their own seeking. Mr. Watson declared 
that if the clause in the Federal Arbitration 
bill giving preference to unionists as re- 
gards employment were defeated he would 
resign. This attitude was taken by him 
under the impression that the Governor 
General would grant him a dissolution, but 
in this he was destined to be disappointed. 

He was beaten by § majority of two, and 
at once asked for a dissolution, but in- 
stead of this being granted Mr. Reid was 
sent for and speedily formed a coalition 
Ministry, consisting of four protectionists 
on the basis of a 
fiscal truce during the lifetime of the 
existing Commonwealth Parliament. 

It was a strong combination of educated, 
brainy, energetic men, accustomed to busi- 
ness methods, and prepared to administer 
the work of their several departments in a 
sound, practical manner, They all realized 
the danger of allowing the reins of power 
to fal) into the hands of individuals who 
assumed a hostile attitude toward the 
simplest rigits of property and were pre- 
pared to declare war against private enter- 
prise. 

Had the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, outside the Labor caucus, made 
common cause, the two coalition leaders, 
Mr. Reid and Mr McLean, would have 
had an opportunity of proceeding with the 
real work of legislation, so badly negtected 
since the Commonwea was inaugurated. 
But there were some half dozen Protec- 
tionist extremists whose unreasoning dis- 
like of Mr, Reid caused them to refuse his 
Ministry their support. They disliked the 
Labor Party, but they hated Mr. Reid more. 

Their leader was Sir William J. Lyne, ex- 
Federal Minister for Trade and Customs, to 
whom the mere mention of the name of the 
Prime Minister is like waving a red flag 
before the eyes of a mad bull, With him 
was associated Mr. Isaacs, a member of the 
Victorian legal profession, with whom per- 
sonal considerations occupy the first plice, 
and whose opposition to Mr. Reid is based 
on the possibility of his being included in 
some future Ministry. 

Finding themselves in a hopeless minor- 
ity, this remnant of the old Ministerial 
Party proposed an alliance with Mr. Wat- 
son and his ex-Ministerial colleagues an 
agreement was arrived at, each party re- 
taining its own platform but accepting sev- 
eral planks in common. Curiously enough 
every point on which the allied. forces 
agree is included in Mr. Reid’s programme. 

Sir William J. Lyne’s nominal objection 
to the Reid Cabinet is based on the fact 
that it consists of both free traders and 
protectionists, but he overlooks the other 
fact of the Labor Party being composed of 
men holding diametrically opposite fiscal 
views. 

This state of affairs has caused a split in 


the outside labor ranks, several] of the State 
labor organizations regarding the Labor- 
Protectionist Alliance as one involving the 
risk of a sacrifice of principle in order that 
the ex-Labor Ministers may have a chance 
of again tasting the sweets of office. To 
some of-them it was like a jump from a po- 
Sition of straitened means to one of com- 
parative affluence and awakened in them 
an insatiable greed, which causes them to 
eegerd their defeat as an unpardonable 
crime on the part of Mr. Reid. 

As it is, the House of Representatives is 
very evenly divided. So close is the line of 
division that neither side can make sure 
under any circumstances of a majority of 
more than one. In anticipation of allow- 
ing Mr. Reid a victory which would prac- 
lically signify a defeat, Mr. Watson has 
tabled a motion of censure on the Reid Min- 
istry, and there is every prospect of tts ex- 
tending over at least three weeks, if not 
more, as most of the members are anxious 
to deliver what would virtually be a se- 
ries of election addresses to their respect- 
ive constituents, for Mr. Watsen and his 
followers are confident that a dissolution 
is inevitable. 

In the meantime the whole business of 
the Commonwealth is at a standstill and 
the financial statement cannot be made or 
enpptes voted. It is a most discreditable 
policy on the part of the allied opposition, 
mevertng largely of the dog-in-the-manger 
fable. f ~y! are not allowed to govern 
they will not let anybody else do so. 

Much of Mr. Watson's action is, how- 
ever, traceable to the fact that the Labor 
Party throughout the Commonwealth is in 
a thoroughly organized condition, and in- 
tends contesting almost every constituency 
in the ho of pptaiaing an overwhelming 
majority in the House of Representatives. 

is is by no means an imprebable con- 
tingency. The Labor electors will vote 
solidly for their selected candidates, while 
mauperters of the Reid-McLean coalition 
will find their success imperiled by the 
candidature of vote splitters and mug- 
wumps, to say nothing of the apathetic at. 
titude invariably assumed of! considerable 
numbers of those vossessing the franchise 

The political solution is so fraught with 
uncertainty, even danger, that whispers in 
favor of a° dissolution of the Common- 
wealth are again beginning to be heard. 
Instead of its fortunes remaining in the 
hands of men animated by high patriotic 
motives, they have in too many instgnces 
become intrusted to those whose prétomi- 
nating idea seems to to the aggrandizement 
of themselves at the expense of the to 
welfare. . PB

MEDICAL GRAFT IN CHICAGO. 


Eighteen Physicians Accused of Readi- 
ness to Pay Commissions.

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—The Chicago Medigal 
Society will receive a shock Wednesday 
night. An investigation will be asked of 
evidence that certain prominent Chicago 
physicians are willing to pay commissions, 
known to the profesion as “‘ medical graft.” 

A list of the men against whom it Is said 
evidence has been obtained hag been sub- 
mitted to Dr. John B. Murphy, President 
of the society, and he has declared the 
most stringent action will be taken when- 
ever a physician is found guilty. 

Decoy letters were sent out to more than 
100 physicians in Chicago, purporting to 
come from a young country physician, say- 
ing he had a wealthy patient who needed 
specia] treatment along the line of the 
physician's work and asking for a commis- 
sion of 25 per cent. for referring the case 
to the Chicagoan. 

It is from the replies to these letters that 
the names were obtained. Out of the 100 
physicians to whom the decoy letters were 
sent, among \whom were the leading phy- 
sicians of the city, eighteen accepted. 


NOTTINGHAM LACE TRADE DULL. 


Depression, Too, In British Hosiery Bus- 
iness—German Competition. 


Special te The New York Times. . 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Frank W. Ma- 
hin, United States Consul at Nottingham, 
England, reports that the Nottingham lace 
trade, both foreign and domestic, is very 
unsatisfactory this year, Transactions with 
the United States have been less than in 
1903 or 1902, but they will compare favora- 
bly with the years preceding those two. 
Complaint is made of decline in both vol- 
ume of sales and percentage of profits. Dull 
times in England and foreign competition 
ere the chief reasons assigned in both 
cases, 

“The decreased business with the United 
States,” continues the Consul, “is believed 
to be mainly due to the usual conservative 
buying during‘a Presidential campaign, but 
also in a degree to the increased making of 
lace goods, curtains especially, by Ameri- 
cans. The proportion of goods shipped 
from this market which are not Notting- 
ham made, and are in many cases imported 
from the Continent, is steadily increasing 
and is giving the local manufacturers very 
serious concern, Many of them freely say 


that their only hope for improvement lies 
in a tariff on imports and increased trade 
<a the colonies through preferential tar- 

s 

* The same old story can be told of under- 
wear and stockings in this district. The de- 
pression is general, with trifling exceptions. 
At the present moment cotton goods mak- 
ers are cheered by a slight increase of or- 
ders, but this is considered only temporary. 
In heavyweight articles, which ought to be 
ioving freely now, the dullness is dis- 
heartening.

VANILLA BEAN INSPECTION. 


Facilities Offered by the French Gov- 
ernment in Tahiti. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 16.—William F. 
Doty, United States Consul at Tahiti, So- 
cjety Islands, writes: 

‘“‘American importers of vanilla beans 
from Tahiti will be gratified to learn that 
within the past month exporters who de- 
sired it have been permitted to submit va- 
nilla beans for inspection under Government 
auspices. It is significant that an American 
house was the first to avail itself of this 
test in the hope of supplying American 
patrons with a higher grade of vanilla 
bean than that which has been exported 
from Tahiti during the last two or three 
years. 

“Vanilla beans of the proper quality will 
be sealed as well as packed in the presence 
of a Government expert. It is likely that all 
vanilla beans wil] be inspected by the au- 
thorities before shipment, and that a fine 
will be exacted from those offering an in- 
ferior grade. A nominal charge for inspec- 
tion will be demanded by the Government 
to cover necessary expenses. 

“There is opposition, I regret to state, 
especially from Chinese traders throughout 


French Oceania, and also from a few of the 
European establishments financially sup- 
porting these small traders. However, the 
authorities, in view of the recent impover- 
ishment of a large number of natives by 
reason of the drop in the prices of Tahiti

and who make large fortunes every year 
when times are profperous, practically 
| give nothing toward the maintenance of

raged, “I would put the manufacturers 
of Pennsylvania under the fire and fry 
all the fat out of them.” It was in that 
campaign of 1888 that WriL1am W. Dup-

funds in charge of these fives, and make

how well the Republican National Com- 


mittee knew what use to make of the 
“fat” fried out of the manufacturers. 
Were the American people shocked by 
these disclosures, in the campaign of 
1888? Manifestly not, for they elected 
BENJAMIN HARRISON, the beneficiary of 
these vicious and corrupting methods. 
The methods of the present Roosevelt 
campaign are in a very serious degree 
more corrupting, more abhorrent. Yet 
the Republicans profess to be. certain 
that their candidate will be chosen. They 
know that the people will not balk at 
CoRTELYOU, will not be shocked by any- 
thing ALDRICH may do. They have grown 
used to seeing the Presidency bought 
with the funds of corporations, to seeing 
the powers of the Government farmed 
out to the providers of campaign funds, 
That is why the public is indifferent, 
the voters unconcerned.

What is the true rilation of President 
RoosEVELT to the so-called Trusts and 
combinations? We have intimated our 
disbelief in the theory that he has delik- 
erately used the Executive authority to 
bring them under his control in order to 
extort campaign money from them 
through the Cortelyou terrorism. We 
cannot ‘picture to ourselves Mr, ROOsE- 
VELT leading the Trusts tamed and cap- 
tive in his train. Quite otherwise is the 
image that presents itself to our vision. 
The Roosevelt whom the people of this 
country fancied they saw opposing the 
greedy Trusts with the unconquerable 
might of the Presidential: power, grap- 
pling with them, and threatening their 
ovérthrow as fast as the courts would 
move, is a phantom. What afte Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’s achievements in grappling 
with the Trusts? There is a single vic- 
tory to his credit—the destructign of the 
Northern Securities Company, By way 
of clearing up many illusions,’let us 
briefly review the Executive procedure 
in is case. The Northern Securities 
Company had its origin with James J. 
Hitz, D. Wituis James, JoHN 8S. Ken- 
NEDY, GEORGE F. BAKER, SAMUEL 
THORNE, EnwArRpD Tuck, and their asso- 
ciates, men well known in this commu- 
nity. These men, who had risked mill- 
fons of dollars in Northwestern railroad 
development, were the owners ‘Of the con- 
trolling interest in the Great Northern 
Railway. Subsequent to 1896 they were 
the owners of a controlling interest in 
the Northern Pacific Railway. No new 
ownership or control was created by the 
organization of the Northern Securities 
Company. The primary purpose of its 
siete was to enable them to protect 
their properties against speculative stock 
raids, and, thus sheltered, to carry out 
their plans for providing.a great avenue 
of transportation between the “areas of 
production in this country and. the new 
markets for our flour, grain, cotton, iron, 
and manufactures which it was their am- 
bition to create and open-in the Orient. 
No freight or Passenger rate Was raised, 
no trains discontinued, no community in- 
jured. No Government subsidy was de- 
manded, no~favor asked. Why did 
the President of the United States 
direct his Attorney General to be- 
gin proceedings .against the WNorth- 
ern Securities Company? It had 
been organized in violation of the law— 
that everybody must admit, for the Su- 

! preme Court has said so. But who sug- 
' gested to the President the filing of the 
petition? Was it that great layer his 
Secretary of War, Mr. Ettsu Root? Was 
it that wise judge of Administration pol- 
icy, the Secretary of State, Mr. Joun 
Hay? Neither of these men was advised 
of the Executive purpose. It was the 
attorney of a foreign railroad company, 
an active rival with the transcontinental 
roads of the United States for the trade 
with China and Japan, who, as we are 
informed, first advised Mr. Roosrpvsa.t 
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.the privileged classes of France. 
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that the organizers of the Northern Se- 
curities Company were engaged in a 
criminal conspiracy in violation of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust law. It was on this 
information that the President directed 
the Attorney General to institute a pre- 
liminary inquiry, and if warrant for a 
proceeding were found to cause one to 
be begun at once. This is the history of 
the case as it has been stated to us. If 
there are errors in the statement we will 
cheerfully correct them, The Supreme 
Court, in the due course of a protracted 
litigation, . 4 by a majority of one 
that since the Northern Securities Com- 
pany possessed the power to do injury if 
it was so disposed it was, under the 
Anti-Trust act, an unlawful combination 
in restraint of trade and must be dis- 
solved. That the company had in fact 
done harm to no comhmunity and no man 
was, the court said, irrelevant; the pos- 
session of the power to restrain trade 
was, within the meatling of the law, the 
same thing as actual restraint. 

Now it is uponf this single achievement 
that Mr. RoosEVELT’s reputation as a 
destroyer of the Trusts rests to-day. But 
there is the Beef Trust, against which 
suit was brought on May 10, 1902. There 
is an injunction against the Beef Trust, 
to be syre, but it is an injunction which 
merely commands Swirt & Co. and their 
associates not to violate the law. Has 


their businéss been interfered with? ‘THe 


TIMES was informed early in the present 
year that the Beef Trust had made its 
peace with the Administration. However 
that may be, it is evident to all the world 
that the business of the Beef Trust has 
not been seriously interfered with by the 
injunction or by the GovernmerR's suit. 
The testimony in the-Inter-State Com- 
merce inquiry throws a good deal of light 
on that subject. It seems to us that ‘an 
examination of Mr. RoosEvSLT's “ Trust- 
busting "’ exploits leads to the belief that 
he is not so formidable as he seems. To 
the great Trusts and combinations which 
have been contributing to his campaign 
fund he ts not formidable at all. They 
are no longer afraid of him, they no 
longer oppose him. They support him, 
and, we think, with or without his knowl- 
edge and consent, they have taken him 
into their camp. It is the old Republican 
story retold: The favored corporations 
are tn control, so far as control is essen- 
tial to the protection of their special priv- 
fleges, Have we in this country & 
Government of the people, for the people, 
and by the people? Or is tt a Govern- 
ment of class, of privilege, of favored 
and protected interests? 
Itt, 

Where do these conditions lead? How 
long will they continue? Where they 
lead, history tells us. The tyrannies and 
extortions of the Beef Trust in respect 
to the merchants and shippers using its 
private car lines, as laid bare in the 
Inter-State Commerce proceeding, con- 
stitute a case that is not only typical 
but is freshest in the public memory. 
The Trust, as was made evident by the 
testimony of witnesses, holds and uses 
the power to build up a customer’s busi- 
ness or to destroy it. If a protesting vic- 
tim attempts to escape from its clutches 
or resists its exactions, he is ruined by 
higher charges and the giving of rebates 
to his rivals. The history of the Standard 
Oil Company and of the Carnegie Steel 
Company is repeated in the testimony be- 
fore the commission in the private car 
line case. The common people of France 
overthrew their Government and cut off 
the head of their Kihg when they could 
n» longer bear the merciless exactions of 
the nobility and the clergy, at /that time 
Our 
Trusts and combinations lack patents of 
hobility, but in what other respect do 
they differ from the French nobles who 
lived in luxury and splendor upon tax- 
moneys squeezed out of the pockets of a 
starving peasantry? The people of the 
United States are dn no danger of starv- 
ing, to be sure, but the greatest of the 
French nobles of the old régime, the 
King himself, would listen in wonder and 
incredulity to the history of the net profit 
of $41,000,000 made by Mr. ANDREW 
CARNEGIE’sS steel company in one year, 
through the exercise of the privilege con- 
ferred upon him by a Republican tariff 
to fix prices without fear of foreign com- 
petition. A French Duke or Marquis of 
the ante-Revolutionary time was a_pret- 
ty puny extortioner-compared with our 
great capitalistic combinations under the 
régime of a high tariff and special privi- 
lege. 

Bo we are already come upon the time 
when special privilege creates that ine- 
quality of condition which, in the history 
of other countries, has been cured by 
revolution. It will be cured by revolys 
tion here, a peaceful revolution through 
the use of the ballot, but nevertheless it 
may be a costly one. Thereis no possible 
concealment of the magnitude or the 
source of the great fortunes that have 
been accumulated in this country through 
Government favor and privilege. The 
people know about them, the people are 
much given to discussi them. In the 
orderly course of natural law and evolu- 
tion, the instruments by which great so- 
cial and political changes are brought 
about, begin their work automatically 
and in the ripeness of time. The 
people of the country are coming 
to understand what special privi- 
lege means. More than that, they 
are coming to understand that it is 
the Republican Party that confers spe- 
cial privilege, that it is through the Re- 
publican Party that the Government has 
been taken out of the hands of the peo- 
ple. 

Mr. RoosBvELT may be elected Presi- 
dent. He may or may not be a very fero- 
cious lant of Trusts and combina- 
tions during his term as an elected Chief 
Magistrate. The Trusts think he * pew not 
agsail them, the -beneficiaries

change in the Ker » administrative 
and legislative oes if Mr. RoosEveELT 
and his party adhere faithfully to the 
policy of “stand pat.”—and they are 
pledged to adhere to it—then the year 
1908 may prove to be one of grave polit- 
ical importance, it may mark an epoch in 
the economic development of the coun- 
try. If we would’ picture to our- 
selves what it is that impends, what may 
be the origin and nature of the coming 
change, and with what forces the régime 
of special privilege is to be brought to an 
end, we need go no further back than to 
the campaigns of 1896 and of 1900.

——One of our readers te troubled—or is 
his emotion the warm joy of realized su- 
periority 7—because, in describing the ‘bat- 
tleship Georgia the other day, we said 
that she had ‘“‘a speed of nineteen knots 
an hour.” “Why is it,’ he asks, “that 
your paper and many others make this 
mistake?’’ and then he goes on to say 
that “‘ knot” is itself a term of speed, and 
is so defined by the United States naval 
authorities. That, .of course, settles it— 
for those over whom those authorities have 
authority—and therefore is our reader’s 
emotion, whatever its character, not. with- 
out a pretty good excuse, and far be it 
from us to withhold from him the con- 
fession of fallibility for which, no doubt, 
he is yearning, But there are mistakes 
and mistakes, and, in the use of words, 
when a certain mistake has been made 
often enough and long enough and by the 
right sort of people its enormity is ,worn 
awvey. to little or nothing. And the phrase 
“knots an hour” has been used very 
often, very long, and by lots of people, 
many of whom come near to making any- 
thing they say correct simply because they 
say it. And even for the nautical man the 
“knot” is primarily a term, not of speed, 
tut of distance, or, to be severely acourate, 
division of distance. The nautical man 
invariably does, we believe, leave out “an 
hour ”’ in such expressions as that of ours 
which attracted criticism, but not far from 
always landsmen put {ft in, and we cannot 
see that it.does the slightest harm, par- 
ticularly when the landsmen are talking 
among themselves. If one wanted to be 
obstinate he could assert that “a speed of 
nineteen knots” is also a_ tautological 
phrase, if “ knot” is invariably and neces- 
sarily a term of speed, and that the addly 
tion of “an hour” doesn’t make it ap- 
We will not do ‘that, 
however; it being much nicer frankig to 
admit that the employment of “ knot” as 
a synonym for “ nautical mile” is a verbal 
impropriety, real, even though it be ex- 
tremely small. 


——That curious irritability—perhaps we 
should be kinder and say “that curious 
sensitiveness '’—which forces Boston to take 
so many jesting remarks about her in dead- 
ly éarnest and therefore to live in a state 
of chronic unhappiness and ill-temper, is 
strikingly illustrated by the savageness 
with which her Herald picks up and worries 
over our recent statement, made in a per- 
fectly friendly spirit, that New Yorkers 
would not begrudge the winning this year by 
Boston of one of the two baseball ‘cham- 
pionships, since “‘her necessity is greater 
than ours.” Missing our point entirely, The 
Herald has looked ‘yp the baseball records 
for 28 years and laboriously sets down 
a lot of valuable, but ludicrously ir- 
relevant, information on the subject. ‘* Since 
1876,” it says, ‘“‘ the Boston nine won the 
pennant in the National League eight times 
out of twenty-nine, Chicago six times, Pitts- 
burg, Brooklyn; Baltimore, and New York 
three each, Providence twice, and Detroit in 
a single year. Therefore, Boston has se- 
cured two more victories than the two teams 
from Greater New York combined. In the 
American League since 1900 Boston has 
twice been represented by a championship 
feam.” And for no better reasons than 
these, The Herald treats our cordiality 
as an evidence of “how we apples do 
swim,’’ which is probably very scathing in 
Newenglandese, though our knowledge of 
what the phraso means is sq vague that 
we realize, not that we are, but only that 
we should be, scathed; it petulantly charges 
us with thinking the men supposed to rep- 
resent New York this year the only ones 
that ever played ball, and ends up with the 
declaration that, so far as necessities go, 
New‘ York’s are far greater than Boston’s. 
This is really too bad, Cannot The Herald 
understand that even with no baseball cham- 
pienships for a hundred years—or a thou- 
sand, for that matter—New York would feel 
no lack—of baseball championships? Little 
things like those when won do not elaie 
New York, and when lost are not inissed. 
If we had thought of it, instead of saying 
‘that we do not begrudge Boston one such 
claim to fame, we would have regretted 
that she did not get them both.

— 7 ees by the many people 
in all parts of the country who for the best 
of reasons are endeavoring to get upon the 
State statute books an accurate and practi- 
cal definition of ‘‘ medical practice,’’ Dr, 8. 
D. Van MefTER of Denver offers the fol- 
lowing: “* Any persons shall be regarded as 
practicing medicine, within the meaning of 
this act, who shall in any manner hold 
himself out to the public as being engaged 
within this State in the diagnosis and 
treatment of diseases or injuries of human 
beings; or who shall suggest, recommend, 
or prescribe any form of treatment for the 
intended palliation, relief, or cure of any 
physical or ntal ailment of any person, 
with the inténtion of receiving therefér, 
either directly or indirectly, any fee, gift, 
or compensation whatsoever; or who shall 
maintain an office for the reception, exam- 
ination, and treatment of any person suf- 
fering from disease or injury of body or 
mind; or who shall attach the title of M. 
D., Surgeon, Doctor, er any other word or 
abbreviation to his namé, indicative that 
such person is engaged in the practice of 
medicine as hereinbefore defined." This 
definition certainly has many merits. It 
would probably catch within its involutions 
a very large majority of the quacks and 
charlatans who are now “ practicing medi- 
cine "’ to the great benefit of their pocket- 
‘books and the great injury of the public, 
while it would not attempt a crusa alike 
hopeless and undesirable, against what 
may be called ‘‘domestic medicine” and 
the ordinary advice that passes between 
friends. As we read it, however, it might 
get into serious trouble the philanthropic 
layman who built and supported a hospital, 
even though he put its management in the 
most skillful of professional hands, and it 
would hardly do to penalize the of the 
title ‘‘ Doctor” by any except the doctors 
of medicine. The matter, however, is a 
most important one, and it should be set- 
tled. Until ‘‘ medical practice ’’ comes to 
have a recognized and, unquestionable 
meaning, we must continud ‘to see, and suf- 
fer from, the absurdity a reckless slaugh- 
ter of the ignorant and credulous in many 
a State the laws of which pretend to limit 
the practice of medicine to-men and women 
duly qualified therefor. It will not be easy 
to formulate the required definition, but it 
can be done if the right people try hard, 
enough and long enough.

REMARRIAGE IN ENGLAND. 


Attitude and Practice of the Established 
Church Explained. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your report of Bishop Doane’s. sermon, 
preached in Albany yesterday, contains the 
statement that “the Church of Engiand 
does not permit the remarriage of persons 
who have been divorced.” As this is abso- 
lutely untrue, I trust you will allow space 
in your columns for correction. It must be 
borne in mind that the English Church is 
Shurth of the nation, and that what 
the Ration through its Legislature enacts 
the Church must, perforce, allow; other- 
wise it would be ‘‘a house divided again3t 
itself."". By the act of 1857, which estab- 
lished courts for the trial ‘of divorce &auses, 
it was enacted that the innocent party in 
such a divorce proceeding has the right to 
remarry. .In concession, however, to the 
scruples of the High Church section of the 
clergy, a saving clause was inserted, by 
which any individual clergyman might, if 
his conscience dictated such a course, re- 
fuse to perform the marriage ceremony. 
This is a very different thing from saying 
that the Church, as such, refuses to marry 
any divoreed person. 

If zeal for the sanctity of,the home and 
the morals of the community, were mani- 
festly the inspiring motive of Bishop Doane 
and those acting with him in this matter 
the present writer would be one of the last 
to challenge them on that score. There is 
a very strong presumption, however, that 
what these men are seeking is not so much 
to’ defend the integrity of family life and 
to raise the moral tone of society as to 
bridge over the chasm which still separates 
the Protestant Episcopal Church from the 
Church of Rome. This view is abundantly 
confirmed by the amazing and, from the 
Protestant standpoint, scandalous declara- 
tion contained in the inaugural sermon of 
the convention, preached by Bishop Doane, 
that “while the recognition of Papal su- 
premacy was impossible, he [the Bishop] 
thought that the Church might readily 
recognize the primacy of the Bishop of 
Rome, because of the antiquity of the 
Roman See.

Another Ray Discovered.

M. di Brazza, a student of Liege, claims to 
have discovered a new sort of ray, which he calls 
the I-rays. Prof. Charpentier of Nancy has sur- 
mised that the brain is the seat of an emission 
of N-rays, and M. di Brazza thinks he has 
proved it. The I-rays differ from N-rays in pass- 
ing through moist substances. When a subject 
concentrates his will the I-rays from his brain 
cause changes of luminosity In a phosphorescent 
screen. When his attention is not concentrated 
the light does not flicker. The rays are not 
emitted equally from all parts of the head. They 
are nil at the forehead and upper part of Broca’s 
centre. increase at the temples and eyes, and 
reach their maximum behind the ears. Ortho- 
chromatic plates are used in taking photographs 
of the rays.

_ WOMEN PORTERS IN ITALY. 


Almost Any Kind of Work Is Preferred 
to Domestic Service. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Pietro Cunco, 


American Consul at Turin, reports as fol- 
lows: 


“ The question of domestic help has been 


one of vital interest in the United States 
for more than a quarter of a century, and 
the people there are under the impression 


greater than the demand, and that " may 
be had at very low wages, but such fs not 
the situation in this city. 

“I have known parties to look for domes- 
tic help for weeks in vain. The wages 
paid for ‘hired girls’ vary from $3 to $8 
and even $10 a month. The price is gov- 
erned by the employe's skill and merits and 
the wealth of the employer. 

“ Here, as in the United; States, intelligent 
and ambitious young women seek emovloy- 
ment as teachers, as clerks in Post Offices 
and stores, as secretaries, stenographers, 
typewriters, in factories—in fact, they seem 
to prefer any kind of employment te do- 
mestic work. It seems that they even pre- 
fer to drive teams, to pull or push carts on 
the streets, or to become porters, to being 
domestic servants. 

“Some time since I had occasion to go to 
Forno, a small village at the head of a val- 
ley in the Alpine regions. There being no 
wagon road.to within five miles of the 


village, all necessaries except a few veges 


tables have to be carried; mostly from 
Omegna, a distance of ten miles. In my 
walk to Forno and back I frequently met 
women with large baskets on their backs, 
strapped to each shoulder, and I saw that 
the baskets were filled with provisions, 
merchandise, and even little kegs filled with 
wine. 

“TIT also noticed that the ‘royal mail’ 
was thus carried. This carrying is given 
to the lowest bidders, and as women are 
Willing to work cheaper than men, they 
have a monopoly of the carrying business 
and men have been driven to find employ- 
ment in other lines.”’

Under the law, only the Corporation 
Counsel could prosecute such cases, and it 
is interesting to note that though it is the 
duty of one public officer to prevent this 
nuisance, another public officer sells the 
space on a public fence for such objection- 
able advertising, notwithstanding the pro- 
test which was filed by the Municipal Art 
Society in its public-spirited effort to pre- 
vent the same, ERL.

tween Nov. 1 and Feb. 15 the work day 
shall be from 8 A. M. to 5 P. M., with a 
noon recess from 12 to 1 o’clock. 

If the work is done by the hour then 


receive 12.4 cents an hour. But after April 
1, 1905, he shall receive- 13.6 cents an hour, 
and a corresponding extra amount shall be 
paid for contract work. 

Overtime, night labor, Sunday, and holi< 
day labor shall not occur except in urgent 
circumstances. Sunday work, if that ever 
éccurs, shall begin in the morning at 7! 
o’clock and last until 4 o’clock in the after. 
noon, with a recess of one and one-half! 
hours, and the pay shall be that of a ten- 
hours workday.

LIBERIA’S PROSPECTS BRIGHT. 


Americans Urged to Get Share of West 
African Trade.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
lis, Jr.. American Chargé d’Affaires m Li- 
beria, reports that the tribal wars which so 
long have interrupted and reduced the 
commerce of that country havesbeen re- 
cently brought to a close. Under the tnflu- 
ence of peace work in abandoned listriets 
will be resumed, native roads and aighways 
will be reopened, all the machi-ery of na- 
tive industrial life will be set in motion, 
and thére will be a marked increase :n all 
Lberian consumpton. The crad3s botween 
the civilized Liberidns and the tribes along 
the coast wil Ibe uninterrupted. There will 
be an effort among European »owers to 
outstrip each other in supplying this new 
demand. 

This, says Mr. Ellis, is an opportune time 
for Americans to enter, through Liberia, 
the constantly increasing West African 
trade. The natural resources of che con- 
tinent, the multiplying agencies being in- 
troduced to commercialize ts millions from 
every quarter of the globe, the capacity 
and desire of the African to take on th 
ways of civilized man, and the rivalry o 
European powérs, combine to urge America 
to include West Africa in its commercial 
expansion, and to consider in « .rnest a ju- 
crative field, its entrance into which has 
been too long deferred. 

The French Government has authorized 
the French West African Bank o increase 
its capital and to open a tranch in Mon- 
Hitherto the finances of Liberia 
have been almost wholly in German hanas, 
though there has beem no bans in the re- 
public.

PLANS A GREAT ARMY 
OF EXPERT MARKSMEN 


Scheme of National Board for Pro- 
motion of Rifle Practice. 


$5,000,000 FOR RANGES 


Would Distribute Krag Carbines to Mill- 
tary and. Public Schools—-Trophies 
and Badges for Competition. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—What will prob- 


ably be the most important meeting of the 
National Board for the Promotion of Rifle 
Practice since that body was organized 


will be held at the War Department on 
Saturday next. 

| The board is composed of twenty-one 
| members, including five from the regular 
army and navy, eight Trustees of the Na- 
| tonal Rifle Association, and eight from 
| the country at large. It was authorized 
| by Congress in order that the army and 


| navy, the militia, and civilians interested | 


in rifle practice might be drawn into closer 
communication, and that ways and means 
might be devised by which the interests 
of the general public tn rifle practice might 
by stimulated. Congress appropriated funds 
for the purchase of a National Trophy to 
be shot for annually under regulations 
| prepared by the board, and fitted up a 
range at Fort Riley, Kan., where the shoot 
took place this year. 

The meeting of the National board ts 
held at this time to pass upon the awards 
made at that contest, The board was also 
instructed to formulate a plan for a Na- 
tlonal marksmen'‘s réserve, which plan has 

, been agreed upon and approved by the 
Secretary of War. 

At the coming meeting it ts expected that 
steps will be taken for the preparation of a 
bill to be submitted to Congress early in 
December embodying to some extent, at 
least, the plans of the board. The scheme 
for securing the marksmen's reserve Is 
very comprehensive, and begins with the 
education of boys in military schools, and 
provides for the encouragement of rifle 
| practice for both civilians and members 
of the militia on a large and liberal scale. 

The board recommends the establ shment 
| Of shooting galleries and field ranges, the 
distribution of arms and ammunition, su- 
} pervision and instruction, inducements for 

practice, such as trophies, badges, &c., and 
| the publication and distribution of litera- 

ture bearing on this subject. 

As a first step In this direction the board 
recommends an annual appropriation of 
$1,000,000 fer five years, to be expended 
in the purchase and equipment. of ranges, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


: Retrospect of the Banner Week of 


the Year Thus Far. 


A Practically Universal Advance Among 
Both Bonds and Stocks Upon a Very 
Large Volume of Business. 


There have been previous weeks this 


year when something like a clean score | 


was made, but none in which both the 
volume and tone was as good as last 
week. The aggregate business—$33,015,- 
000 worth of bonds and 5,781,644 shares— 
must be pretty near a record, and de- 
clines must be searched for with some 
diligence. It is certain that there are no 
declines among the dozen most active 
stccks and the half-dozen most active 
bends, which represent two-thirds of the 
total business in bonds and three-fifths 


a rise of less than a point. Steel pre- 
ferred continued the most active prop- 
erty, with sales of 468,585 shares, but in 
improvement its advance of 55% ranks 


Pennsylvania ranked second in activity, 
but its advance of 2 points is moderate 
in a week like the last. . 

The bond market can hardly be looked 
‘to for investment sentiment when over 
$20,000,000 of business is aggregated 
among such speculative issues. Union 
Pacific convertibles were the most act- 
ive issue and gained 2% in the same week 
that bonds of the same character with- 
out the convertible privilege lost a frac- 
tion. The privilege, not the yield or the 
security, is the attraction. The same re- 
mark applies to the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit convertibles, whose placing some 
suggest to be the motive of the marking 
up of the stock to a price which seems 
high for a non-dividend payer. The ad- 
vance of 4 points in the Steel 5 per cents 
is doubtfully referred to some obscure 
relation to the possible and hypothetical 
exchange and retirement of an equal 
amount of preferred stock. The charac-

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MADE TO REPUDIATE 
ATTACK, ON THE MAYOR 


Central Federated Union Rebukes 
! the Street Cleaners. 


SAID HE PLAYED POLITICS 


Charge in Offending Union’s Circular 
That Made Other Delegates Rally 
to Defense of McClellan. 


The Central Federated Union for once got 
tired of the complaints of the street clean- 
ers yesterday and spoke its mind to them. 
For years constant complaints of all kinds 
have been made on behalf of the street 
cleaners who uppear to want every officer 
in the Street Cleaning Department removed 
for some reason or other, and dozens of 
committees of the federated body have been 
appointed to see the different Mayors. 

One of these committees had been ap- 
pointed last week to see Mayor McClellan. 
The street cleaners had also sent a circular 
to the central body containing charges of 
various kinds attacking the Mayor, and the 
committee came to the meeting yesterday 
boiling with anger. 

Delegate Richards, one of the members, 
Said that the circular was a most virulent 
document, and that the central body could 
not stand for it. 

“How could we go before the Mayor,” 
he said, ‘“‘ when one of the charges in the 
circular of the street cleaners was that the 
Mayor himself played politics? ”’ 

“ Well, we'll take the matter before Gov. 
Odell,” said the delegate of the street 
cleaners, 

There was a chorus of sarcastic ‘A 
and “Qhs!" aad Dele€ate Archibald tok 
the floor. He declared that the circular 
Was ill-advised, and that no sane man 
would have recognized it. 

“How can we act on a resolution or a 
circular attacking the Mayor and at the 
same time ask favors of him? That’s what 
I want to know,” said Delegate Richards. 

The circular stated that the Mayor had 
removed the Civil Service Board under the 
presumption that they had done wrong, 
although, it said, he had exhibited to the 
public no evidence upon which his act 
would be justified. It wanted to know 
what had become of the street cleaners’ 
complaint made against certain public of- 
ficers, and demanded their removal by 
the Mayor. 

“If he is not playing politics,’‘ it said, 
“he must then‘be in sympathy with the 
grafting system. He certainly would be a 
very fine District Attorney for’ the purpose 
of pigeonholing cases.”’ 

“ All right,’ said the delegate of the 
street cleaners. ‘*‘ We'll get what we want. 
We can go against the Mayor’s party if 
we don’t get recognized.” 

The members of the committee flatly re- 
fused to have anything to do with the 
grievances of the street cleaners unless 
the circular, which contained’. charges 
without a scintilla of proof, its members 
said, was repudiated by the street cleaners. 

“You can't make good by threats,"’ said 


Delegate Archibald of the Brotherhood of 
Painters to the delegate of the Street 
Cleaners. 

‘The deiegate of the Street Cleaners then 
changed his manner. He said, in:an apol- 
ogetic tome, that if the Central Federated 
Union wished his organization would with- 
draw the circular. 

“Oh, no,” said the delegate of the Ec- 
centric Firemen’s Union... “‘ That circular 
It must be repu-

NO WORK, TOOK POISON. 


Found in Madison Square—Had Walked 
from Hartford—Will Recover. 


A man who said he was James R. Jones, 
twenty-seven years old, @f Marshall, Fau- 
quier County, Va,, was araigned before 
Magistrate Mayo in the Jefferson Market 
Court yesterday and held in $500 bail for 
examination on Tuesday on a charge of at- 
tempting suicide. 

Policeman Bernard of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station told Magistrate Mayo he 
found Jones lying on a bench in Madison 
Square Park at 3 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. Near the bench was a bottle con- 
taining a few drops of opium poison. Ber- 
nard summoned an ambulance from the 
New York Hospital, and after doctors at 
that.institution had worked over Jones for 


five hours he recovered and was sent to the 
police station. 

When searched at the station the follow- 
ing lines were found in his pockets: 
One more unfortunte, weary of breath, 
Rashly importunate—gone to his death. 
Alas! for the rarity of Christian charity under 
the sun; 
it was pitiful—nigh a whole cityfull home 


he had none. 

To this was signed, ‘J. R. Jones, Hart- 
ford, Conn.” On the back of the paper 
was written: ‘* Althou h I couldn’t get 
a job, for God’s sake, New Yorkers, give 
me a decent burial.’’ 

After Magistrate Mayo had read the lines 
and the request of the would-be suicide 
he asked the prisoner what he had to say. 

“It is true, your Honor,” he said, “I 
tried to take my life, and I am sorry. If 
you understood the circumstances ufider 
which I reached this end you would per- 
haps be lenient. I left Virginia several 
years ago and went to Hartford, Conn., 
where I taught ‘school. Things changed 
a few months ago and I[ found myself out 
of employment. I tried to get a position, 
but my efforts were fruitless. I made u 
my mind to come to New York. I walke 
reaching here a week ago. I tried to get 
work here, but couldn't. Friday night I 
went to Madison Square Park to think it 
all oyer carefully, and I finally concluded 
life was} not worth the living, so I attempted 
suicide
